H “The  executive  committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  auth- 
rorized  me  to  announce  the  appointment  of  Harold  Walters  Kopp 
lew  head  football  coach  for  Brigham  Young  University. 

“Mr.  Kopp  comes  to  us  with  a fine  background  of  accomplish- 
s as  a coach  whose  prime  purpose  has  been  to  develop  men 
sportsmanship  and  character  in  his  football  squads.  He  has 
Iched  football  as  an  assistant  coach  at  Harvard.  Yale,  and 
n universities  and  has  a record  of  unusual  achievement  as 
id  football  coach  at  Rhode  Island  University. 

"Mr.  Kopp  believes  that  football  and  other  intercollegiate 
Bivities  are  important  parts  of  university  life,  but  should  be 
JRfricd  on  as  an  integral  part  of  a proper  academic  program,  and 
||tri  ctly  within  the  rules  of  amateur  athletics. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  BYU  to  publish  the  salaries  of  indi- 
1 members  of  the  faculty  or  staff.  It  is  proper  however, 
\e  to  say  that  the  new  coach’s  salary  is  within  both  the 
jbirii  and  the  letter  of  the  rules  of  the  Mountain  States  Athletic 
I Hnfercncc  Constitution,  which  provides  that  members  of  the 
I Etching  staff  should  not  be  paid  more  than  the  members  of  the 
! full-time  faculty.

bly was  Harold  Kopp,  new 
Brigham  Young  University 
head  football  coach. 

Kopp  talked  a few  min- 
utes on  "sportsmanship" 
and  lauded  the  student  tal- 
ent displayed.  His  name  was 
tot  given  in  the  assembly, 
le  was  introduced  by  Stu- 
I jdentbod.v  President  Wid 
mngey  as  a visiting  profes- 


assistants.  Kopp  replied.  “I 
would  like  to  have  someone 
from  the  University  of  Okla- 
homa. as  I want  coaches  who 
can  attract  the  best  football  tal- 
ent in  the  country  to  BYU." 

Coach  Kopp  will  arrive  in 
Provo  about  March  1 to  become 
acquainted  and  review  films  of 
past  BYU  games.  He  expects 
to  start  spring  practice  about 
March  25. 

Kopp's  wife  will  not  join  the 
new  coach  immediately  but  will 
remain  in  Rhode  Island  until 
July  1,  according  to  the  inter- 
view. His  one  son.  Karl,  will  re- 
ceive his  Masters  degree  in  Am- 
erican Studies  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wyoming  in  June. 

Former  Yale  Coach 
Lauds  BYU  Choice 

Letter  from  Herman  Hick- 
man. former  Yale  coach,  to 
President  Wilkinson: 

Hal  is  one  of  the  finest  coach- 
es in  the  east  with  a sound 
background.  Morally:  the  high- 
est type.  Family:  extraordinary. 
He  is  loyal  and  competent.  Hal 
coached  my  line  for  me  at  Yale 
and  also  the  Harvard  line  for 
the  great  Dick  Harlow.  His  suc- 
cess at  Rhode  Island  has  been 
amazing. 


HAROLD  W.  KOPP  of  Rhode  Island  Uni- 
versity, 1955  Coach  of  the  Year  for  New 
England,  has  been  appointed  new  head  football 
coach  at  Brigham  Young  University,  it  was  an- 
nounced Tuesday  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wil- 
kinson. 

He  will  replace  Chick  Atkinson,  who  re- 
signed last  Dec.  7 to  enter  private  industry 
after  coaching  at  BYU  since  the  fall  of  1945). 

THE  NEW  COACH  will  take  over  at  BYU 
with  spring  practice  on  April  1,  but  is  expected 
to  be  on  the  campus  March  1 , to  begin  prepara- 
tions and  get  acquainted. 

Kopp  achieved  a brilliant  record  at  Rhode 
Island,  where  he  took  over  at  a low  ebb  on  the 
gridiron  in  1952  and  hustled  his  boys  tothe 
Yankee  Conference  championship  in  1955. 

THEY  SHARED  the  championship  in  1952 
and  1953.  His  record  is  25  wins,  five  losses, 
and  two  ties  in  the  last  four  years.  His  team 
has  remained  undefeated  in  the  last  12  gaiftes, 
and  played  in  the  Refrigerator  Bowl  at  Evans- 
ille,  Ind.,  last  December.  Before  he  took  over, 
Rhode  Island  had  won  only  one  game  in  two 
years. 

Under  Kopp's  command,  his  teams  defeated 
their  state  rival,  Brown,  three  out  of  four 
times.  The  only  other  Rhode  Island  win  over 
Brown  was  17  years  ago. 

LAST  SEASON’S  RI  team  smashed  Con- 
necticutt,  25-0,  the  same  team  that  defeated 
both  Boston  University  and  Holy  Cross. 

Rhode  Island  last  year  commended  Kopp 
by  special  resplution  for  selling  the  University 
of  Rhode  Island  to  the  people  of  the  state.  He 
was  selected  coach  of  the  year  in  15)52  and 
1953  for  Rhode  Island,  the  only  coach  to  win 
the  award  twice  in  succession,  and  was  selected 
New  England  coach  of  the  year  in  1955. 

HE  IS  A 15)33  graduate  of  Western  Mary- 
land, and  has  a son  doing  graduate  work  at 
Wyoming  University.  Kopp  began  his  coaching 
career  at  Northeastern  University.  Boston.  \n 


i 1937-40  as  varsity  line  coach.  From  15)40  to 
j 15)42  he  coached  varsity  line  at  Brown,  then 
served  four  years  in  the  Army  infantry  in  Eng- 
I land,  Scotland,  and  Africa.  He  was  discharged 
j at  the  end  of  the  war  with  the  rank  of  major. 

Back  in  the  football  business,  he  coached 
i the  varsity  line  at  Harvard  University  from 
I 15)46  to  15)48  and  then  moved  to  Yale  Univer- 
sity as  line  coach  from  1948  to  1950. 

HE  TOOK  over  at  Rhode  Island  in  1950, 
but  went  back  into  the  armed  service  at  the 
time  to  distinguish  himself  further.  Having 
won  a bronze  star  for  the  North  African  in- 
vasion during  World  War  II,  he  did  so  brilliant 
an  administrative  job  in  1951  overseas  that  he 
was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel.  He  re- 
turned to  Rhode  Island  University  in  1952. 

On  the  national  level,  Kopp  was  a member 
of  the  coaching  staff  of  the  North  team  that 
defeated  the  South  in  15)49,  and  also  a conch 
of  the  Eastern  College  All-Stars  who  defeated 
the  New  York  Giants  in  August,  15)49. 

OBSERVERS  SAY  Kopp  is  a combination 
of  two  great  former  coaches  he  has  assisted — 
Richard  C.  Harlow  of  Harvard,  now  retired, 
and  Herman  Hickman,  formerly  of  Yale.  Har- 
low, the'  great  mentor  who  has  produced  many 
gieat  coaches,  said  recently  that  Kopp  is  one 
I of  the  best  coaches  he  has  ever  trained. 

Kopp  has  coached  the  single  wing,  T-forma- 
i tion  and  Split  T,  but  gave  no  indication  which 
system  he  will  employ  at  Provo. 

Newspapers  have  been  printing  praises  of 
I Kopp’s  coaching:

The  hours  of  planning, 
the  early  morning  practices,  and 
the  extra  effort  required  to  put 
on  a top-notch  show  all  went 
up  in  smoke  in  the  Thursday 
morning  incident. 

However,  we  can  appreciate 
the  position  that  those  in  charge 
were  in  also.  When  a group  of 
talented  people,  such  as  the 
Rhythmettes,  have  traveled  the 
distance  that  they  did  and  put 
forth  the  effort  to  give  us  a 
show,  we  were  obligated  to  give 
them  a chance  to  perform. 

Therefore,  taking  both  sides

I am  deeply  disturbed  that

In  resume,  it  is  quite  evident 
that  there  is  a definite  problem 
which  should  concern  many. 
There  is  room  for  much  thinking 
and  action  on  it.  It  is  a prob- 
lem that  has'  been  with  us  in  the 


quite  some  time.  The  Thursday 
incident  merely  brought  it  to  a 
head.  If  the  problem  could  be 
put  in  one  statement,  we  think 
it  would  be  well  said  that  the 
student  officers  and  participat- 
ing groups  should  work  in  clos- 
er harmony  for  the  purpose  of 
producing  high  grade  assemblies 
that  close  in  time  to  facilitate 
prompt  commencement  of  the 
fourth  period  classes.

WASHINGTON  (AP) — The  State  Dept,  served  notice  Tuesday 
the  United  States  and  Allies  do  not  intend  to  let  a Soviet  veto  in 
the  United  Nations  Security  Council  block  action  by  Western  pow- 
ers to  save  or  restore  peace  in  the  Middle  East. 

Russia  stated  Monday  night  that  it  would  consider  the  dis- 
patch of  British  and  American  troops  into  the  troubled  Middle 
East  a “flagrant  violation”  of  the  U.  N.  charter  and  the  rights  of 
the  countries  in  the  area.

WASHINGTON  (AP) — Sen.  George  (D-Ga.)  called  in  the 
Senate  Tuesday  for  any  senator  with  evidence  of  any  "improper 
pressure”  in  connection  with  the  natural  gas  bill  to  give  it  to  his 
committee  investigating  a $2,500  campaign  contribution  to  Sen. 
Francis  Case  (R-SD). 

Although  inviting  such  evidence,  George  said  his  committee 
had  made  no  determination  as  yet  whether  to  seek  authority  to 
broaden  its  inquiry  beyond  the  Case  incident.

Russia  ListsJEixe-Point  Peace  Plan 

MOSCOW  (AP) — Cdmmumst  Party  boss  Nikita  Khrushchev 
Tuesday  laid  down  a five-point  foreign  policy  for  the  Soviet  Union 
in  which  improvement  of  relations  with  the  United  States,  Britain 
and  France  was  a key  point. 

The  five  principles  of  Soviet  foreign  policy  outlined  by 
Khrushchev  were: 

“1.  Respect  for  coexistence. 

2.  Strengthened  relations  with  the  people’s  democracies 
Soviet  satellites. 

“3.  Strengthened  friendly  relations  with  India,  Burma,  Af- 
ghanistan and  countries  not  belonging  to  aggressive  military  blocs. 

“4.  Work  for  better  relations  with  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, Great  Britain  and  France  in  all  fields,  especially  economic, 
technical  and  cultural. 

“5.  Remain  vigilant  while  there  are  still  people  who  wish  to 
threaten  peaceful  coexistence  and  maintain  the  defense  potential  of 
the  Soviet  Union.”
